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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Re rejections under 35 USC 1 03 Rahmstorf in 
view of Takahashi, Applicant asserts that Rahmstorf teaches away from a hinge portion formed as a linear concave groove. Examiner 
disagrees and notes that when considered in context Rahmstorf is teaching away from "large-area flaps" rather than hinges. Rahmstorf s 
use of the word "plastic" in conjunction with hinges refers to weakened hinges that plastically deform upon deployment. By eliminating 
large-area flaps that require exagerated deployment force to create locally concentrated plastic bending (col 2, lin 57-61), Rahmstorf 
teaches, plastically-deforming hinges can thus be dispensed with. Examiner maintains the rejections as proper. Re rejections under 35 
USC 103 Derrick in view of Takahashi, Applicant asserts there is no motivation to combine Takahashi with Derrick, because Derrick alone 
offers an acceptable solution. Examiner disagrees and maintains the rejection as proper.. 
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
